Resolution Approving a Public Message Policy

WHEREAS, on June 12, 2020, a message from a special interest group was painted
on the driveway to Town Hall without the approval of the Town Council. No Town
funds were used to create this message, and there is no public message policy in
effect; and

WHEREAS, the Town of South Windsor had no policy or procedure at the time
associated with how requests for the use of Town property to display public
messages would be approved; and

WHEREAS, there have been questions and concerns from South Windsor residents
regarding the process and procedure utilized to allow this message to be displayed
on Town property; and

WHEREAS, there were multiple resident communications disapproving of the Town
Council allowing any use of Town property to display such a painting or any type of
slogan or pictures expressing a public message; and

WHEREAS, the June 12, 2020 painting was vandalized on August 12, 2020, causing
the need for removal of the painting by the Town at the cost of $658.75

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the South Windsor Town Council
hereby approves a Public Message Policy as presented in attached Exhibit A.

PUBLIC MESSAGE POLICY

PURPOSE

. The Town Council of South Windsor establishes the following policy

regarding the use of public property to create or display public messages,
images, or slogans such as painting, signs, banners and murals (“Public
Message”) at the Town Hall, or any Town-owned or Town-maintained
facilities.

. This Policy shall not apply to or supersede the Town’s policy on the display

of flags, nor shall a Public Message hereunder include the posting of notices
or banners by the Town for informational purposes only regarding Town
business and upcoming events.

POLICY

. The Town Council hereby declares that property owned or maintained by

the Town of South Windsor is not intended to serve as a forum for free
expression.

. The Town Council shall not consider nor shall any member of the Town

Council approve of any request for a Public Message to be displayed on
Town property, whether made by a member of the South Windsor Town
Council or the public.

H. Resolution Creating a Town Council Sub-Committee to Address the
Racial Equity and the Black Lives Matter Movement and How it Affects
the Town of South Windsor

WHEREAS, it is important that the South Windsor Town Council address the
issue of systemic racism in our society; and

WHEREAS, the South Windsdr Town Council declares Racism as a Public
Health Crisis that affects many areas in our community such as housing,
health care, education, job training, and employment; and

WHEREAS, the South Windsor Town Council supports the goals of Social
Justice and Racial Equality in our community

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the South Windsor Town
Council wishes to create a four (4) member sub-committee, appointed by the
Mayor and Minority Leader, and begin with these tasks:

1. Establish Community Conversation Events to discuss Social Justice
and Racial Equity, and the Global Black Lives Matter Movement in
South Windsor, keeping in mind appropriate guidelines during the
COVID-19 pandemic; and

2. Draft a Statement of Support regarding the Black Lives Matter
Movement in South Windsor; and

3. Promote and develop programs and initiatives to continue this effort;
and '

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the sub-committee shall submit the
Statement of Support after it is complete to the South Windsor Town Council
for approval. '
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The sister city movement began formally as an outgrowth of President Dwight D. Eisenhower's
"People to People" initiative, according to Virginia Walden, a spokesman for Sister Cities
International, a private, nonprofit organization based in Washington that acts as a
clearinghouse for such programs.

Throughout the years, the movement has remained popular, but the motivation for some of
the relationships has changed. "Initially, people became interested in sister cities to improve
human relations between countries and for educational reasons,"" she said. "Now, people are
also getting involved because of business and trade.”

Definition: The Sister Cities Program is dedicated to improving human connections and
understanding through cultural, trade, and educational exchange with other communities
throughout the world.

Connecticut communities with sister cities include
Newington with Talca, Chile
New Milford with San Miguel, El Salvador
Ridgefield with Ingelheim, West Germany
Woodbridge with Linguere, Senegal
Stratford with Stratford, Canada,
Glastonbury, with Glastonbury, England
Haddam with the Haddams, England
Wallingford with Wallingford, England
Westport currently has three sister cities:

1. Marigny, France

2. St. Petersburg, Russia

3. Yangzhou, People's Republic of China
Norwalk with Nagarote, Nicaragua (now at 34 years)
Essex with Deschapelles, Haiti
